F  we  are  rightly  informed,  the  deferv- 
ediy  admired  Milton  did  not  conceive 
the  deiign  of  compoling  that  inimitable 
pi)em  of  Paradije  Lojt  till  about  1639; 
and  it  is  even  laid  he  did  not  put  hand  to 
it  fuoner  3650.  This  performance  always 
has  been,  and  will  continue  to  be  ad- 
ired  for  its  tiiany  excellencies,  and 
really  valued  for  this,  that  the  author 
ad  been  thought  to  have  attempted  a 
ubje^il  for  his  poem  never  before  touched 
y  any.  I  mull  however  do  honour  to  a 
ounlryman  of  our  own,  who  ventured 
veral  years  before  Milton  an  attempt 
this  kind.

L;)j\l  Aiiriv'.<rll  was  !)orn  with  a  gi*eat 
fa, ire  of  good  fj;ilV,  which  he  improved 
by  an  application  to  Itiidy  ;  and  being 
polililcd  of  a  \eiy  happy  conllitntioii 
and  an  agreeable  ]K*rf an,  he  was  likely 
to  make  a  very  capital  lignre  in  the 
world.  Alter  he  Ii.kI  been  lotne  time  at 
tlie  univerlity,  his  father  fent  him  with 
a  private  tutor  to  make  tlie  ttinr  of  Eu¬ 
rope,  ill  order  to  enlarge  his  ideas,  and 
furmouiU  Ihofe  prejudices  vvliich  we  are 
too  apt  to  eiUerUin  againfl  foreigners, 
lbs  tutor  was  a  young  clergyman  of  a 
lively  imagination,  and  ftrong  padions; 
but  who  had  hypocrify  fuilieient  to  pre¬ 
vent  Ids  friends  and  relations  difeovering 
lbi;>  tviihlcs.  iiut  when  he  was  no  longer 
iwilhin  tlie  compals  of  their  ohfervation, 
he  gave  a  loofe  to  all  his  extravagancies; 
.,and  finding  in  his  pupil  a  difjKiiiiion  not 
nnhniilHr  to  his  own,  they  were  fvvorn 
friend  ;,  and  condant  companions. 

At  Paris  they  made  acquaintance  vv'ith 
the  rnoft  celebrated  filles  dc  jcycy  and 
tipeia  girls;  aulued  at  every  fpeift.acic 
where  mirth  and  feftivity  reigned,  and 
palled  a  winter  in  one  condant  conrfe  of 
libertinifm  and  dliTipation.  J.ord  Aim- 
well  was  detected  with  the  m:arer=;  of  a 
captain  or  dragoons,  who  called  him  to 
account,  wlien  the  Freiu  h  ofiicer  was 
run  through  the  fw(wd  arm.  Upon  this 
oecafion,  his  lordfhip’s  tutor  was  his 
lecond,  who  behav/d  with  as  mucli  gal¬ 
lantry  as  if  he  had  been  bred  to  the 
Ifword.

BrrdUE  the  temple  -  of  marriage, 
which  is  holy  and  I’acred,  we  place 
theftntiieof  Jealoufy,  and  daily  nlfer  a 
thouCind  ficritices  of  linitler  tnfpieions* 
yet  is  it  far  better  to  think  well  of  a  hun¬ 
dred  that  arc  ill,  than  ill  of  one  that  is 
innivcnt.  A  woman  often  is  made  loyal 
by  thinking  her  loyal :  and  he  that  doubts 
faith  well  obferved,  puts  himfelf  in  daif- 
gcr  to  mill  it  by  his  fiiipicion ;  fim  many 
there  >are  who  care  not  to  forfake  inno¬ 
cence  when  they  have  loll  reputation* 


ing  of  ourfelves.  Where  diftruft  begins, 
friendlhip  ends,  h  is  no  fliame  to  be 
fomewhat  fiifpicions  in  matters  of  dan¬ 
ger,  whereas  it  is  a  great  (hame  to  be 
deceived  through  our  own  folly  and  fa¬ 
cility  ;  yet  our  own  fiifpicions  ought  to 
be  grounded  upon  good  prefumptions; 
titherwife  fufpicion,  fearing  enemies, 
wiil  make  an  enemy;  but  wildom  know* 
l»''‘flongiit  here  tube  applied, and  makes 
Inlpicioii  jealous  of  loling  him  by  fufpi- 
cion.  What  this  humour  doth  undireil- 
td,  it  undiK'th  when  diieded  to  felf-pre- 
Icvvalion. 

Jealoufy  isnotliingclfebut  love,  impa¬ 
tient  ot  a  co-rival :  the  envious  man 
cannot  endure  it,  out  of  the  hatred  he 
hath  of  another  inairs  contentment,  and 
the  jealous  cannot  fiiflTer  it  through  the 
over-much  love  he  beareth  to  himfelf, 
[X'lpetually  fearing  left  the  communica¬ 
tion  of  love  may  tend  to  the  dimimition 
ot  the  go(xl  ht  poflifl'eth,  or  pretends  to 
have  a  right  to  pollKs.  It  is  uuduiihted 
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a  good  hufband  makes  his  wife 
loyal  by  accounting  her  luch ;  and  that 
lie  who  rulpedeth  evil  in  an  iniuKent 
creature,  gives  her  occalion  of  lin.  More¬ 
over,  the  jealous  man,  like  Ixion,  lives 
upon  the  wheel  of  an  eternal  torment. 

Alexander  the  great  was  fo  free  from 
fufpicion,  that  he  received'with  one  hand 
the  drink  which  his  phyfician  brought 
him,  and  with  the  other  Ihewed  him  the 
letter  by  which  he  was  advertifed,  that 
Darius  had  promifed  him  great  rewards 
to  poifon  him.  A  noble  difpolUion  can¬ 
not  believe  that  in  another  which  is  not 
in  himfclf,  and  will  neveV  diftruft  thofe 
whofe  fervices  have  dtferved  their  truft. 
Sufpicion  Is  as  great  an  enemy  to  wifdom 
as  credulity. 

'  It  is  but  the  middle  kind  of  wits  that 
arc  capable  of  this  contagion ;  excellent 
ones  are  above,  and  mean  ones  below  it; 
thefe  are  ignorant  of  the  occalions,  and 
the  other  unmoved  with  them* — It  is  in 
this  that  ftupidity  arrives  at  the  fame 
points  as  wH'dom,  and  clowns  are  as  hap¬ 
py  as  philofophers :  but  thofe  that  affli^ 
.themfelves  for  misfortunes,  where  there 
is  no  remedy  but  patience,  entertain 
this  error  in  the  world,  and  have  a  whole 
moon  in  their  head  when  they  have  but 
half  a  one  in  their  forehead.  It  is  a  paf- 
lion  very  fenfelefs,  whereby  we  afllidl 
ourfelves  without  obliging  any  body,  and 
make  a  torment  in  this  world  for  fear  of 
miffing  it  in  the  next.  If  we  difeover 
our  fuipicions  to  be  falfe,  we  arc  obliged 
to. a  repentance;  if  we  find  them  true, 
we  cannot  be  too  miferable  for  being  too 
curious. 

.  Jealoufy  hath  no  bounds  to  its  inven¬ 
tion  but  impoffibility;  there  is  no  malice 
black  enough  to  blind  this  paffion*s  ca¬ 
pacity  ;  it  gives  craft  to  the  dulleft,  and 
perverts  the  molt  virtuous,  to  feek  fatif- 
fadion  for  the  injury. 

Some  that  are  none  of  the  chAltelt  are 
yet  jealous  of  their  hulbands,  and  vio¬ 
late  the  law  of  nature  as  well  as  of  the 
divinity,  not  enduring  to  be  paid  what 
they  lend.  An  ingenious  liberty  is  a 
belter  guard  than  any  reltraint..  Free¬ 
dom  extinguilbes  defire,  and  interdi^ion 
-  kindles  it.  When  the  opportunities  of 
fin  are  common,  they  are  neglected; 
*wbcD  they  are  rare,  they  are  made  ufe 
of,  lealt  ^cy  ihould  not  be  met  with 
again  fo  commodioully.  Jealoufy  is  for 
Imc,  envy  for  fortune,  and  emulation 
for  virtue ;  the  goods  of  fortune  are  too 
jrofi  and  material;  thofe  of  love  tot 
VoL.  XVt 


light  for  our  minds ;  only  thofe  of  virtue, 
deferve  to  be  made  their  object.  It  is 
for  her  only  that  competitors  endure  one 
another  in  their  defigns ;  and  there  is  no 
more  fedition  or  difputc  amongl^  them, 
than  there  is  for  the  appropriation  of  the 
light  of  the  fun,  or  the  inAuence  of  the 
liars. 

To  find  a  retreat  for  the  pcrfccutiori 
of  jealoufy,  let  us  make  ufe  of  holy  Jo- 
feph  and  the  virgin,  to  teach  us  that  the 
challell  woman  has  made  jealous  the 
moll  innocent  of  men.  There  is  fome- 
times  more  misfortune  in  it  than  ill- 
meaning;  we  mull  ncglcdl  the  apparen¬ 
cy  like  him,  and  fuller  fufpicions  like 
her.  It  is  no  fmall  confolation  to  think, 
that,  after  all  the  proofs  and  tellimonies 
that  may  feem  to  induce  us  to  conclude 
ill,  it  is  better,  in  this  extremity,  to  be¬ 
lieve  a  miracle  than  a  fin,  and  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  the  power  of  Gixl  rather  than  the 
weaknefs  of  the  creature.

This  wretched  pittance,  due  to  the  mi- 
ierahle  and  untortunate,  with-hold  not 
from  them.  Pity  them  as  men,  pity  them 
as  Ihitons,  pity  them  as  Chrillians;  but, 
above  all,  pity  them  as  prolxitioners  f()r 
eternity  t  cut  them  not  off  in  their  ini- 
cpiitics  but  give  them  time  and  fpace  to 
repent;  punilh  them  as  le\erely  as  you 
will,  but  let  that  punilliment  bear  Ibme 
p  opmliou  to  their  crimes;  for  junice  is 
tine  even  to  the  molt  abandoned,  the 
unit  pre  fligale.  As  iheir  offences  are 
temporal,  let  their  punilhments  be  fo  alfo. 
The  public  has  a  right  to  command  the 
fervice  of  thole  who  have  preyed  upon 
it ;  let  their  labour,  therefore,  pay  for 
their  idleneU,  their  liberty  for  their  li- 
centiouliiefs. 

Again,  laws  to  be  effedual  mult  be  juft, 
mult  Ik*  equitable;  and  lb  far  as  they  de¬ 
viate  from  this  rule,  fo  far  they  become 
nugatory,  and  lole  their  elle^it.  1  appeal 
to  the  lenfible,  the  humane,  the  generous 
licart,  1(M*  the  irulh  of  this  afiertion. 
JVf.plc  of  tender  confciences  and  delicate 
feelings  would  rather  give  up  a  part  of 
tluir  properly,  than  appeal  tot  hole  laws, 
the  level ity  of  vliich  they  lament  aixl 
dtplore.  Why  Ihould  it  lx:  fo?  Why 
ilu  iild  the  lull,  the  iiiolt  worthy  of  man- 
Vmd,  be  laid  under  a  neceffity  of  giving 
^ip  their  claim  to  the  alhltance  of  thclc 
1  iws  which  ought  chiefly  to  be  intended 
tor  their  fecurity  ?  Hut  Inch  is  our  ^de- 
]'lo»abtc  lituation,  that  the  very  people 
A\ho  are  bell  intdlcd  to  their  protedion, 
are  thole  very  people  who  cannot, coii- 
fiftently  with  their  piinciplcs,  reap  that 
iKaufit  ami  advantage  vvhicli  they  ought 
to  afford  them. 

WHicn  \'e  rolled  who  the  unhappy 
jH'ople  .are  who  a*  e  brought  to  an  igno¬ 
minious  death,  we  will  find,  that  the  pu- 
nilhmcnt,  U  vere  as  it  is,  is  not  likely  to 
anfwcr  tlu  end  intended  by  it.  Many  of 
them  are  men,  who,  through  misfor¬ 
tunes,  idlenefs,  extravagance,  or  de- 
b.iueheiy,  have  Iven  reduced  to  a'ftatc  of 
bejigaiy  and  delpair.  Some  of  them, 
perhap#  of  gOi*d  difpoUlion,  but  from 
bad  example  and  ill  advice,  have  been 
hd  aftra)  from  the  paths  of  virtue  and 
i  pu>rality.  Thefc  i-K  oplc,  unhappy  in  their 
circumllanccs,  forfaktn  by  their* friends, 
and  prefled  by  their  ncceffities,  grow 
NMaiy  of  life,  and  regaidltls  of  death, 
un  to  the  cemmiffion  of  ads  which 


brutg  them  often  in  the  prime  or  life  t# 
an  untimely  end:  death  to  them  is  a 
welcome  meflenger;  it  relieves  them  from 
all  their  fears,  their  difficulties,  their  dif- 
trefles.  Have  we  not  inltanccs,  and  thefe* 
not  a  few,  where  at  the  very  time  and 
place  of  execution  the  crimes  for  which 
ibme  of  them  have  Ibfi'ered  have  been 
committed?  Nothing  will  deter  the 
thoughtlefs  and  the  hardened  wretch. 
Death  itfelf  w'ith  all  its  horrors  is  a  relief 
to  a  defpairing  mind. 

Can  any  thing  equal  the  injufticc  and 
imptilicy  of  Ihofe  laws  w'hich  condemn 
to  the  lame  punifliment,  him  who  fteals 
a  few  pence,  and  him  who  wilfully  and 
malicioufly  takes  aw^ay  my  life  ?  Can  it 
be  true,  that  robbery  and  murder,  or  - 
both  united,  arc  equally  criminal?  If 
they  are  not,  why  do  you  piinifli  them, 
indifcriminately  ?  Let  me  alk  you  feri- 
oufly,  if  lU.'h  impolitic  laws  are  not  likely 
to  produce  more  fatal  coiifequences  than 
we  have  hitherto  experienced.^  Hovr 
many  have  loft  their  lives  through  their 
means,  is  hard  to  fay;  and  that  thene  are 
not  many  more,  thanks  be  to  God,  and 
not  to  the  vvifdom  of  the  legiflation ;  for 
wftien  we  confider  the  tendency  that  fuch 
laws  have,  it  is  matter  of  aftonifliment 
that  every  robbery  is  not  attended  with 
a  murder.  Every  realbn  in  the  w^orld 
would  lead  one  to  fuppofe,  that  this 
would  be  the  cafe.  The  mifehiefs  they 
have  produced,  and  may  produce,  ought 
ferioufly  to  be  conlidered;  and  although 
we  pay  no  refpe(ff  to  juftice,  at  leaft  let 
us  have  a  regard  for  ourfelves,  and  not, 
through  a  iniftaken  notion  of  fccuring 
our  property,  run  the  certain  rilk  of 
lo!*iig  our  lives. 

It  has  often,  and  I  believe  very  juftly, 
been  remarked,  that  in  mod  other  coun¬ 
tries,  where  robberies  arc  committed, 
murder  is  generally  the  conftquencc; 
but  whether  it  is  owing  to  the  natural 
gcncrofity  r#r  humanity  of  our  people,  I 
know*  iK)t,  but  certain  it  is,  that  feldom, 
very  feldom,  are  fuch  inftances  of  cruelty 
known  here.  And  when  they  do  occur, 
Britons  are  rarely  the  perpetrators  of 
them.  Ye  legiflators  !  I  appeal  to  you 
for  the  truth  of  this  obfrrvation;  and 
here  I  cannot  help  drawing  an  inference 
w  hich  feems  naturally  to  occur.  Will 
you  forgive  me  ifl  aflert,  that  in  this  in- 
ftance  it  w  ould  feem,  that  even  the  con¬ 
duct  of  our  very  felons  reproach  you  wi|li 
a  want  of  humanity,  and  a  proper  regard 
for  the  naUonal  character.  ShaU  U  he 
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lid,  that  the  very  vileft  of  the  people,  in 
heir  vileft  trAnladtions,  do  yet  prcferve 
[n  abhorrence  for  that  crime  which  of  all 
bthers  is  the  nioft  detcftaWc?  and  fliall 
hofe  who  ought  to  be  the  ornament  of 
beir  country,  to  whom  the  care  of  our 
|ves  and  properties  is  committed ;  lhall 
!hey  only  want  that  feeling  which  does 
tionour  to  human  nature,  and  w'hich  the 
[avages  themfelvcs  do  hold  in  eftimation  ? 
Injuftice  in  a  private  individual  is  highly 
Criminal,  but  in  a  legiflator  it  is  unpar- 
Sonablc.  Where  is  that  wifdom  which 
iliould  diftinguilh  the  chofen  of  the 
people?  Where  is  that  juftice  which  is 
no  iefpe(5ler  of  perfons?  Where  that  ex- 
tenfivc  benevolence  which  commands 
pur  efteem  ?  and  where  that  mercy  which 
diftinguifhes  the  great,  the  finiftied  cha- 
raders  ?

SIR, 

'HERE  is  nothing  about  which  the 
generality  Of  mankind  arc  more  fo- 
licitous,  or  which  they  more  ardently 
wiih  to  obtain  than  riches:  For  thispur- 
pofe  no  labour  is  accounted  too  great, 
no  undertaking  too  arduous,  no  talk  too 
difficult.  What  hardfhips  will  not  fomg 
men  undergo,  w'hat  mean  artifices  will 
they  not  put  in  praiftice,  provided  they 
can  thereby  enlarge  their  fortunes,  fill 
their  coffers,  or  meliorate  their  eftates. 
But,  how'ever  much  this  paffion  for 
wealth  may  prevail  among  the  ignorant, 
the  lazy  and  covetous  part  of  the  fpedes, 
the  leaft  experience  and  refledlion  will 
fufficiently  convince  thofe  who  are  not 
already  blinded  with  avarice,  that  riches 
arc  by  no  means  an  object  of  fuch  defirc 
as  they  are  generally  imagined  to^  be. 
Thofe  who  make  riches  the  firft  petition 
in  their  prayers,  would  do  well  likejvife 
to  pray  for  the  art  of  enjoying  thcut. 

I  have  often  wondered  what  could 
have  prompted  men  to  make  riches  the 
principal  object  of  their  wilhes,  and  to 
give  them  the  preference  to  the  endow- 
mentf  of  the  mind,  and  to  every  other 
valuable  accomplifhmcnt.  Some  people 
Rre  fo  paffionatcly  fond  ,  of  tbat| 


for  half  a  plum,  they,  would  V,. 
(provided  it  were  pra^icable)  eiwU^^f  , 
their  health,  their  reafon  and  their  ^ 
tue,  with  ail  the  knowledge  and  undetv 
ftanding  they  are  pofTefled  of.  What  V 
ftrange  way  of  thinking  is  this,  and  how 
unworthy  of  a  rcafonable  being  !  What ! 
to  renounce  the  nobleft  gifts  of  heaven 
for  the  meaneft  of  its  blelfings  !  and  to 
barter  our  reafon,  our  underftanding, 
and  our  virtue,  with  what,  inftead  of 
being  neceflary  to  our  happinefs,  is  often 
the  fource  of  our  greateft  uneafinefs, 
anxiety,  and  difappointment ! 

But,  as  examples  operate  with  no  lefs 
force  than  arguments,  the  following  one 
will  ferve  to  confirm  what  I  am  here  en¬ 
deavouring  to  eftablifh.  Avarus  wa« 
a  young  man  of  a  narrow  fortune,  but 
had  a  violent  paffion  for  wealth.  As  hit 
father  left  him  no  eftate,  and  but  very 
little  money,  he  was  under  a  neceffity  of 
applying  himfelf  to  fome  honeft  employ¬ 
ment  for  his  fubfiftcnce.  The  profits  of 
his  bufinefs  brought  him  about  8ol.  fter- 
ling  yearly.  This  fum,  though  not  equal 
to  his  wifhes,  yet,  by  a  proper  oecopomy^ 
not  only  fupplied  him  with  the  necef- 
faries  of  life,  but  enabled  him  to  appear  in 
public  in  the  figure  of  a  gentleman.  At 
length,  by  the  fiidden  death  of  an  uncle' 
and  two  nephews,  he  fucceeded  to  an 
eftate  of  aooo  1.  a-year.  Si|ch  an  unex¬ 
pected  change  of  fortune,  it  may  well  he 
imagined,  could  not  fai|  to  turn  the  brain 
of  our  young  gentleman.  When  a  per-, 
fon  poflefled  of  a  very  moderate  lhare  qf 
underftanding  is  fuddenly  and  unexpect¬ 
edly  raifed  from  the  loweft  verge  or  po¬ 
verty  or  infignificance,  to  the  very  fum- 
mit  of  affluence  or  of  honour,  he  is  nq 
longer  mafter  of  himfelf.  His  reafop  is» 
as  it  were,  unhinged,  and  paffion  feldom 
fails  to  ufurp  her  place.  This  was  pre- 
cifely  the  cafe  with  Avarus;  for  no 
fooner  did  he  enter  upon  the  polTeffion  of 
his  eftate,  than  he  run  headlong  into  the 
moft  extravagant  expence.  Oeconomy 
was  no  longer  contidered  by  him  as  a 
virtue,  but  was  rather  looked  upon  as  an 
unpardonable  vice  in  one  of  fuch  an 
ample' fortune.  Accordingly  he  gets  a 
pack  of  hounds,  buys  a  number  of  fine 
hunters,  keeps  a  miftrefs,  with  a  fplendid 
equipage,  and  a  long  train  of  jivery  fer- 
vants.  There  was  not  a  hunting- match 
within  the  four  counties  which  coidd 
proceed  if  he  was  not  prefent  f  and  he 
was  better  known  at  Smithfield  and 
Newmarket  than  among  his  awn 
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•  ’  ^  doTYicnics.  The  cxpencc  at-

T'’HE  ftrange  events  that  have  lately 
happened  in  the  houfe  of  Mrs  Gol¬ 
den  at  Strxrkweli,  have  exercifed  the- 
credulity  of  numbers,  and  made  fome 
converts.  Cut' notwithftanding  the  at- 
teftatioiis  made  to  the  tnith  of  the  ac- 
ci>unt,  as  it  Hands  in  the  printed  narra¬ 
tive,  great  numbers  arc  ftill  unbelie*  ' 
vers* 

In  order  to  convince  them  (hat  Ihere^ 
is  nothing  impoflible  in  this  relation, 
give  me  leave,  Mr  Printer,  to  relate 
fome  ftill  more  ftrange  occurrences, 
which  happened  in  Lancaflure  about  50 
years  fince.  1  had  the  relation  from  aa 
old  maiden  aunt,  who  had  it  from  her 
coufin  Dinah,  who  lived  fervant  in  the 
parilh  ibon  after^  and  was  toM  it  by  the 
church  ckrk^b  lifter’s  niece,  who  rem- 
members  an  old  woman  who  i\wpart  > 
of  the  tranfaftion. 

It  happened  at  the  houfe  of  a^  weaver, 
and  is  as  follows:  About  feven  in 
moroing  (it  being’  winter)  the  outward 
door  opened  of  itfcl^  jumped  off  the 
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hinges,  .inti,  moving  to  the  fire-plice, 
laid  illelfflat  on  a  joint  (tool,  forming  a 
table.  Prefcntly  the  iron  pot  moved  of 
itfelf  to  the  he  irth,  jumped  unto  the 
take  over  the  Hhe  halt  lull  ot  water. 
Soon  alter,  a  bowl  of  flour,  which  ftood 
in  the  pantry,  moved  flowly  along  the 
floor  to  the  hearth;  fome  of  the  water 
in  the  pot  jumped  into  the  flour,  and  it 
wrought  itfelf  gradually  into  a  p..fte, 
which  railing  itielf  into  balls,  jumped 
into  the  pot,  where  they  boiled.  In  a 
little  time,  the  earthern  dilli,  trenchers, 
knives  and  forks,  came  Hiding  along  the 
floor,  and  leaped  on  tnc  new-made  table, 
where  they  placed  themfelves  in  order; 
the  dumplings  jumped  out  of  the  pot, 
one  into  each  trencher,  ready  for  the 
family  to  go  to  fupper.  'I'he  people 
were  greatly  alarmed  at  this,  but  the 
good  woman  going  near  the  table,  one 
of  the  dumplings  jumped  full  in  her 
mouth,  and  beat  out  three  of  her  fore¬ 
teeth.  Greatly  alarmed  at  this,  fhe 
fereamed  out,  and  ran  to  her  neigh¬ 
bours,  who  returning  with  her,  found 
the  door  tumbling  about  the  room,  and 
the  knives  ami  forks  dancing  a  hornpijje 
round  it,  to  the  mulic  of  a  frying-pan, 
which  was  fufpended  from  the  cieling, 
and  on  which  two  candlefticks  were  em¬ 
ployed  in  playing  a  tune.  Prefently  the 
chairs  turned  upfidc  down,  and  the 
earthen  dilhes  whirled  round  like  a  top 
for  about  live  minutes,  and  then  fpring- 
iiig  up  to  the  cieling,  fixed  themfelves 
to  it,  ringing  like  a  Ik*11.  The  next 
thing  was  the  tongs,  which  walked  a- 
boul  the  room  like  a  man,  and  at  laft 
Iprung^up  tlic  chimney,  and  were  found 
next  morning  on  the  leads  of  the  church 
half  a  mile  ditbant.  Some  turnips  in  the 
pantry  rolled  themfelves  into  the  em¬ 
bers,  where  they  foon  vegetated,  Ihot 
lortli  green  flalks,  and  flowered  as  fine 
as  in  a  fitld.  A  ftone  l>ottle  jumped  a- 
bout  the  floor,  and  at  lall  went  of  its 
own  acconl  to  the  well,  tilled  itfelf,  came 
back  again,  and  then  Hew  into  a  thou- 
fand  pieces,  but  the  liquor  ftood  con¬ 
gealed,  like  ice,  in  the  middle  of  the 
fliK>r,  and  by  degrees  enlarged  its  di- 
mcniions,  till  it  tilled  the  room,  and 
heaved  the  cieling  two  foot  higher  than 
its  fupport.  At  this,  the  family  fearing 
the  houfc  would  fall,  ran  out,  and  re¬ 
turning  next  morning  found  all  quiet 
and  ftill,  and  every  part  of  their  furni¬ 
ture  in  its  place. 

A»  tltis  uucommoD  phcaomcnoQ  is  fo 


well  attefted,  why  fhould  we  difbelie?^ 
the  account  from  Stockwell,  which  is 
not  qifite  fo  marvellous ;  and  which  muft 
certainly  be  as  true  in  every  circum 
ftance  as  the  foregoing.

All  day  long  I  have  fir  etched  forth  my 
hands  to  a  difobedient  and gainfay- 
ing  people^ 

Nothing  can  .be  more  certain  than 
that  an  evil  fpirit  of  levity,  diflipa- 
tion,  and  profanenefs  hath  gone  forth  and 
infcijtcd  all  forts  of  men  among  us. 
There  arc  not  wanting,  of  the  moft  learn¬ 
ed  as  well  as  the  moft  illiterate,  who 
frequently  affeift  to  laugh  at  every  ferious 
and  facred  thing.  Scepticifm  and  im¬ 
piety  make  large  ftrides  to  the  general 
extirpation  of  whatever  bears  the  name 
of  religion.  In  fpite  of  ties  the  moft  fo- 
lemn,  in  fpite  of  profelfions  the  moft  ve¬ 
nerable,  deiftical  tenets  are  cfpoufed, 
fcandalous  immoralities  pra^tifcd  with 
impunity.  Hardnefs  and  infincerity  of 
heart,  implacability  of  temper,  a  dark 
fufpicioufnefs  of  foul,  luxury,  irrcligion, 
and  wantonnefs,  predominate  in  every 
ftation,  arc  the  charadcriftic  vices,  will 
be  recorded  by  future  hiftorians  as  the 
opprobrium  of  the  age. 

In  how  many  cbmpanies,  where  even  • 
the  leaft  Hip  in  point  of  ceremony  will 
be  marked  to  your  difadvantage,  is  not 
bur  holy  religion  fubjci^ed  to  ridicule,' 


its  duties  defpifed,  its  doiftrincs  blafphc- 
med,  its  profefibrs  traduced  ?  It  would 
feem  as  if  the  perverfenefs  of  the  heart 
increafed  in  proportion  as  the  means  of 
its  improvement  are  accumulated;  that 
the  paflVnis,  though  Ids  fiery  and  tu¬ 
multuous,  are  more  crafty  and  malig¬ 
nant,  and  that  the  alfedirons  grow  harder^ 
become  Icfs  fufccptiole  of  good  impref- 
fions,  as  the  rational  faculties  expand,  as 
the  eyes  of  the  undcrftandiug  arc  en¬ 
lightened. 

I'his  is  an  awful  picture  of  human  na¬ 
ture;  the  more  awful  that  it  is  true.  Re¬ 
ligion  was  never  either  better  under- 
ftood  or  worfe  pradtifed  than  at  prefent* 
Means  of  reformation  are  now  within 
the  reach  of  every  fingle  individual ;  and 
yet  this  lamentable  reflexion  refounds, 
or  may  ftill  refound  from  every  pulpit  : 
How  long  fliall  we  “  combat  in  vain  the 
‘  errors  of  the  head  and  the  errors  of  the 
‘  heart? 'Our  dodtrines  are  difregarded 
‘  by  the  difobedient^  contefted  by  the 

*  difputatious.  With 
‘  all  the  advantages  of  literatin*e  and 
‘  fcience  on  our  fide,  we  ftill  make  hut 
‘  little,  or  noimpreflions  at  all  on  the 
‘  bulk  of  our  hearers.  The  moft  im- 
‘  portant  things  that  can  poftlbly  engage 

*  a  reafonablc  mind,  gain  but  a  tempo- 
‘  rary  attention  at  moft,  fuddenly  diea- 
‘  way,  and  are  felt  no  more;  in  fo  much 
‘  that,  of  all  who  attend  our  inftrudtions,

fti.hble  to  its  charms,  with  he..ds  Mind 
toit^  beautit.s,  they  ild'infc  it  becaui'e 
tliey  feel  not  its  ifl'.eacy,  i eject  it  becaufe 
ihev  tee  not  its  excellence. 

Unaeeonntahle  as  this  dlf.emperature 
of  heart  may  appear,  it  has  hnt  too  deep 
.a  fonnd.itioii  in  the  nature  of  man.  Our 
inelinalioiu  aie  not  only  awrleto  the 
genius  i  f  ehiiilianity,  hnt  defti  udivc  of 
it.  It  ihi'vks  th.e  telhlhnels,  it  alarms 
the  pride  i»f  the  heart,  Ucaufe  all  its  pri¬ 
vileges  .lie  gratuitous,  all  its  viitues 
graiud  on  humility.  Our  natures  are 
grievoufly,  mortally  wounded,  and  Ihc 
blackcli  lympton  of  a  cafe  fo  defperalc 
i‘. ,  we  h.ite  to  he  cured. 

'!'he  gofpel  being  an  explicit  exliibition 
of  the  divine  char.iCtir,  every  incornglble 
ct^e'uler  muft  there  fee  wMat  he  has  to 
expect  trx.m  who  twdons  every 

t‘:mg  but  inygenitioce.  He  may  fee  too 
.  i.ietliod  ot  icccueiieir.cnt;  but  that  me- 


precii'it.'int,  and  ftllifti,  and  headftrong,  * 
ever  in  the  fame  tune  uolwithftanding 
the  diftereut  keys  it  aftumes  The  pre-  ' 
fumption  of  the  hypocrite  difpofes  him  - 
to  atiedt  the  confidence  of  a  good  con¬ 
ference;  but  bis  mouicntary  fits  of  peni¬ 
tence  arc  not  for  that  reafon  the  breath¬ 
ings  of  a  contrite  foul.  Perfons  of  this 
eemplexion  are  feldorn  religious  but  to 
ferve  a  turn,  never  irreligious  but  when 
religii'n  counlera^s  their  purpofes.  Mcft 
alfuredly  the  rcligi  ju  of  JcLus  has  nothing 
in  it  to  gratify  fuch  a  diabolical  principle.* 
It  breathes  nothing  but  humility,  in- 
Ipiies  iiollrlr.g  but  humility.  Its  print 
ciples  arc  all  calculated  to  bring  down 
the  loity  locks,  to  level  the  high-tower¬ 
ing  imaginations,  to  ftain  the  pride,  to 
mortify  the  vanity  of  hum.an  hind.  To 
the  humble  and  contrite  are  all  its  pro- 
mi  ft  s  directed;  on  the  poor  in  fpiiit  arc 
all  its  privileges  conferred.  And  tell  me» 
can  lilt  y — can  they  w  ho  chace  the  bubble 
fame,  or  grafp  at  opinion  as  a  treafure, 
imbibe  the  morlifving  genius  of  the  gof¬ 
pel,  deny  themfelves,  take  up  the  crofg 
of  Chrift,  or  fi'llovv  a  tiling  fo  much  de- 
fplicd  and  rejected  of  men. 

Let  religion  fay  what  it  will,  men  can 
neiMior  go  naked  nor  ftarve,  and  who  is 
eith.tT  feiifible  or  honeft  enough  to  dif- 
tinguiih  between  the  lawful  means  of 
indiiftry  and  an  inordinate  love  of  the 
Money  !  what  a  dear  delightful 
raviihing  idea  is  that  !  The  poor  fetk  it, 
from  the  conviction  that  it  would  fupply 
all  their  wants,  and  the  rich,  that  it 
would  fill  up  thofc  ideal  chafms  which  a 
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^rabunJance  of  it  has  created.  All 
e<L  that  it  is  good  to  have,  but  ill  to 
r.t,  ai  d  abiolutcly  makeajclt  ofwhat- 
r  iaul  it.  Even  after  a  com- 

.ciicy  is  acknowledged,  a  thoufand 
iij^s  will  be  urged  in  cxcule  for  puihing 
Hcquifiiion  of  wealth  a  little  farther. 

J  age  approaches  with  his  meagie 
,k,  and  lequiies  a  friendly  intercourfe 
th  plenty  and  all  her  jovial  companions, 
i'oflen  hivs  iroiUnow.  It  \^  ill  extend, 
r  the  generous,  their  fpherc  of  doing 
od; — this  one  hatha  large  family  to 
ovide  for, — and  that  and  the  other  one 
VC  a  certain  rank  and  equipage  to  fwp- 
)rt.  All  have  lomc  fcheme  or  other  in 
litation,  which,  however,  without  mo- 
ey  cannot  be  executed.  The  trader 
.xr-reaches  in  trade  too,  becaufe  all 
aders,  under  the  covert  of  a  reafonable 
rofit,  conceal  the  molt  inveterate  habits 
f  difhonefty.  The  queftion  here  is  not 
'hat  calls  we  have  to  make  rich,  but 
hcthcra  difpofition  of  that  kind  be  not 
iconliltcnt  with  the  chriltian  character? 
or  under  whatever  refinements  we  may 
de  a  w’orldly  temper,  if  we  love  the 
orld,  the  love  of  the  Father  is  not  in 
;.  Muft  not  the  mifer  then,  whofe 
ery  life  is  bound  up  in  his  bags,  deteft 
he  principle  that  would  fnatch  them 
rom  him  ?  Me  may  attempt  to  reconcile 
.^(kI  and  Mammon,  that  his  want  of  piety 
mpede  not  his  increafe  of  wealth;  for 
cw  can  cheat  without  the  malk  of  ho- 
efty  ;  but  he  is  rooted  and  grounded  in 
the  world ;  his  foul  is  abforbed  in  the 
jnofpcct  of  gain,  and  his  heart,  like  that 
of  Nabal,  is  as  dead  as  a  ftonc  to  every 
other  feeling. 

It  is  yet  Icfs  to  be  (X  >e<^cd  that  the 
votaries  of  pleafure  lh(  uld  obtemperate 
a  rule  of  life  fo  deftrudive  of  their  mad- 
refs.  This,. if  poUible,  is  more  incon 
gruoiis  to  the  heavenly  fpirit  of  religion, 
becaul'e  lets  decent,  than  any  other  paf* 
fion.  What  is  your  buck  of  the  town, 
but  the  bane  of  fociety,  a  rotten  member 
that  dell'eminates  pntrefadion  and  death 
through  the  whole  body ;  a  wild  boar  let 
loofe  on  the  multitude;  a  puny  infedt 
hvvarting  eternal  jiifiice,  and  daring 
omnipotence  itfelf,  with  a  fool’s  cap  on 
his  head.  There  is  fomc  thing  in  the 
purfuit  of  mere  appetite  lo  mean,  fobafe, 
lb  brutal,  that  no  virtuous  character  can 
(loop  to.  Belides,  we  muft  regard  the 
Deity  with  an  undivided  and  fupreme 
aflfe^ion,  if  vve  regard  him  at  all.  Ucli- 
giou  requires  the  intirc  pofteilion  of  the 


heart.  But  lull,  prior  in  her  title  and  con- 
feious  of  abfolutc  dominioir,  fpurns  the 
requifition  of  her  rival  and  keeps  hold  of 
the  foul.  Without  holinefs  no  man  Khali 
fee  God;  but  w’hat  cares’tlie  debauchee 
for  that  ?  He  knows  no  God  but  hio belly, 
his  wine,  and  women.  To  thefe  hath 
be  devoted  himfclf,  Jiis  time,  talents  and 
fortune :  thefe  he  loves,  adores,  and  a<I- 
mires;  and  after  thefe,  in  fpitc  of  all 
that  is  dear  or  delightful,  or  fijered  and 
interefting  in  time,  or  eternity,  he  will 
go.  DelpiCc^ble  wretch  !  what  a  dance 
art  thou  led  by  thofe  very  fiends  who, 
though  panders  at  prefent  to  thy  plea- 
fares,  will  be  found  in  the  fequel  thy 
crntleft  executioners. 

No  wonder  fo  few,  fo  very  few,  be¬ 
come  religious  from  this  quarter;  the* 
iniagination  grows  too  w’ildand  impetu¬ 
ous  to  admit  the  reins  of  fobricty;  the 
affe<ftion8  are  too  much  jaded  atnl  ex- 
haulted  to  be  made  fulceptiblc  of  divine 
fenliments;  the  fade  too  vitiated  to  relilh 
the  beauties  of  holinefs;  the  heart  too 
deeply  poifoned  to  cure. 

You  exped  the  attention,  perhaps,  of 
people  in  rank,  the  polllhed  in  life,  the 
right  honourable  of  the  earth.  Bring 
down  religion  to  them  you  may,  but 
they,  you  will  find,  are  too  carnal  to 
gralp  at  fuch  an  heavenly  object.  Their 
minds  are  improved  indeed,  and  polite- 
nefs  is  a  law  w  hich  falhion  hath  render¬ 
ed  fecred  and  irrevocable.  But  what  arc 
thofe  fpeiftfes  who  haunt  the  downy 
couch  of  luxury  ?  Fricndlhip,  if  there  at 
all,  is  rather  a  ‘ftranger  to  be  ftared  at 
than  a  gueft  to  be  carefled  and  diftin- 
guilhcd.  piety  at  leaft  is  fled,  and  W’ith 
it  all  thofe  finer  delicacies  of  the  heart, 
which  arife  from  a  chafte  fancy  and  a 
found  underftanding.  Levity  and  petu¬ 
lance,  and  pride,  are  as  infe parable  from 
a  confcioufiicfs  of  wealth  and  cliftindlion, 
as  abjedtion  is  from  dependence.  Religion, 
even  In  her  gayeft  cloathing,  appears  at 
beft  but  a  troublefomc  gueft  to  the  upper 
part  of  the  w’orld.  Her  duties  require 
more  fincei  ity  than  the  whim  of  finccrity 
permits ;  her  prefence  more  decency  and 
attention  than  an  endlcfs  rotation  of  en¬ 
gagements  leave  room  for;  and  her 
charms  more  tafte  and  fenfibility  than 
can  be  cxpedled  from  an  age  overgrown 
with  naughtinefs  and  fuperftuity.  Politi¬ 
cians  will  tell  you,  religion  was  not  madc^ 
for  princes,  and  the  lives  of  too  many 
juftifythc  adagfe.  The  fentiments 
breathes,  the  company  flic  keeps,  \hc 
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Ki^nncrs  flic  3frc«5l',  nntl  tlic  tnils  f!»c 
jmifncsi,  ,i*c  r<)  iiiconuMtibie  uith  tl.c 
cL/jti)\  hl-h  life,  th.it  to  this  day  iK.t 
Ui.iny  iitijililv,  lajt.in.ioy  iu»l)!c  arccallci!.

Aildicled  to 
ferviilty  of  tenijxr,  impelhd  by  trick 
and  low  ennning,  to  the  raeaiKTt  and 
mod  exeera/Me  fpecif'j  of  hypocrily,  tiiey 
ehher  hate  the  ingenriity  reeoir.raended 
t»y  religiiin,  becaule  iteoikhiiuis  them, 
«.r  al'Toliitely  overlook  it,  becaufe  ever 
infenfdde  to  the  bafenefa  of  their  own 
«or.dac"t.  Ill  iiioit,  they  have  tin)  little 
lime  t\w  cheating,  and  lying,  and  revil¬ 
ing,  citiier  to  believe  rcligior*  or  prawtife 


'rhe  ae^.i'T  part  of  the  world  plunge 
into  the*  r.liild  of  bufinef:-',  without  owee 
letUiding,  that  even  duty  may  be  foine- 
tiu'.es  out- done.  Perhaps  there  is  not  a 
Hate  of  mind  lefb  favourable  to  ferloiif- 
nefs  than  this.  Tiie  ehaim  which  the 
forerry  of  pleafure  imptifes  on  the  ditlb- 
lUt  •  and  uiddy,  is  often  broke  by  one  ac¬ 
cidental  Itroke  !

Placed  at  your  eafe  in  happy 
England,  you  think  every  land  under  the 
fame  juft  laws,  under  the  fame  benign 
government.  Alas  !  theie  bleffings  have 
not,  as  yet,  warmed  this  frozen  region, 
and  poor  Struenfee  will,  I  am  much  a 
fraid,  be  a  melancholy  example  fo  what 
height  of  cruelty  the  ambition  of  a  wick¬ 
ed  woman,  aided  by  a  powerful  fadion, 
can  reach.  Your  princef-jandour queen, 
is,  I  hope,  fafe  from  pcrfonal  injury :  her

He  is  kept  here  at  the 
kng'fc  expence,  and  as  he  defired  he 
imghi  Iht  lent  fafe  to  his  Cvvnntry  again, 
the  king  ordered  1800  dollars  to  defray 
the  cxiHrnce  of  his  journey  home.  He  is 
upwards  of  fix  feet  high,  fpeaks  the  Ita¬ 
lian  bugnage  tolerably,  is  well  veried  in 
the  art  of  war,  and  defended  himiclf  in 


a  redoubt  againft  a  fuperior  force  of 
Ruffians,  till  he  was  fo  much  w  ounded 
he  could  fight  no  more.” 

Certain  advice  has  been  received,  that 
the  king  of  Pruffia  is  now  making  war¬ 
like  preparations  wuth  all  poflible*  dif» 
patch.
